25.000 SILK M ILL WORKERS 
STRIKE FOR SHORTER HOURS 


Mill Owners at Paterson, N. J.. In­ 
tend to Place Case with War 
Industries Board.

3.— 
More than 27),OOO -ilk mill workers 
went on strike here today accord­ 
ing to unofficial estimate, following 
refusal of the employers to me**t 
demands for a 47 hour week. 
It is* 
believed thousands 
of others 
will 
follow the example of those alreadv* 
out as the mill owners may close the 
plants rather 
than grant 
the de­ 
mands. 
The strikers original request was 
for a 44-hour week but they decided 
to arbitrate with the employers and 
an agreement was reached on the 
47 hour weekly basis. 
Employers 
today ref u-ed to permit any workers 
to enter the plant at 7:30 a. in. the 
usual starting time being 7 o’clock. 
The mill owners intend to ask the 
war labor board for action but the 
stinkers declare that they will not 
arbitrate the question o f a 47-hour 
week.

A STRANGE ORDER 
Many laws have been passed dur* 
intr the last few years for the pro­ 
tection of 2;ime and wild fowls. Al­ 
most each vear brines a new order, 
hut the strangest that has come is 
issued by 
tho director of 
military 
aeronautic- who would prevent the 
hunting of 
fowls with the 
aid of 
winged machines. 
It is made nec­ 
essary by the progress of modern 
invention and is worth while read­ 
ing: 
The director 
of military 
aeron­ 
autics has forbidden the shooting of 
wild fowl with machine guns from 
airplanes and has directed that air­ 
plane flights 
alo tig the 
Atlantic 
coast or at any place whore mig­ 
ratory 
wild fowls 
may be 
found 
shall bp conductetd in such a man­ 
ner as to interfere as little as pos­ 
sible with the habits and feeding of 
the 
wild fowls. 
Commanding of­ 
ficers are instructed to use every 
means to carry out the regulation- 
and to bring to trial any offenders 
that may be guilty o breaking any 
of them. 
Complaints of the shoot­ 
ing of wild fowl with machine guns 
from airplanes were received some 
time 
ago by 
the department 
of 
agriculture from several places along 
the Atlantic coast. 
The attention of 
the war department was called to 
the fact that such shooting was in 
violation of tho federal migratory 
bird law enacted last year to give ef­ 
fect 
to 
the 
treaty 
between 
the 
t oited States and Great Britian.”

Dear Friend Sadie: 
Your letter of December 1st re­ 
ceived several days ago hut did not 
take time to write sooner, but will

I want to thank you very much for 
your

snatches of our travels over here 
winch I hope will be of interest to 
you. 
We landed in Liverpool, England, 
and traveled overland to Southamp­

From there we 
moved to Rogenaux.

we moved 
to Tout where we 
spent an army night which in this 
case was from 12 midnight to 4:30

When we started on our first 
trip to the front all tilled with ideas

encounter, but 
which we did not. 
From here we 
moved to the Marbauge sector which 
is near Nancy which is some place. 
After coming out of the lines we were 
billeted in Frouard, whish is about 
3C» miles from Nancy. 
From here 
we left one afternoon at 3 in trucks 
bound 
for 
some 
unknown 
place 
which we found next morning to he 
the Argonne Forest. 
We stayed in 
reserve for about ten days when we 
started into the biggest battle of the 
war. 
I thought I had seen lots be­ 
fore getting there but I soon found 
out I had M‘cn very little as this was 
;i revelation to me. 
We left the lines 
and returned to back areas where 
we were 
when the 
armistice was 
signed. 
On that day I was on my 
way to Aix Irs Pains which is some 
nice place. 
We were quartered in 
Chambray which is a town of about 
30,000 and 
of all tile 
celebration 
those French men and Yanks had. 
Well after all this we are now here 
doing squad drill and going to school. 
Am sending you a little remembrance 
of France which I hope you will like.

Angers, Maine and Loire, France, 
January 12. 1919. 
Dearest Mother and Father: 
I 
Your good letter of December 13 
reached me yesterday; thanks kind­ 
ly, for 
your Christmas 
greetings; 
they were very welcome altho a little 
delayed. 
Now that 
we will 
be 
starting home soon, I am seeing as 
much of France as I can. 
Yester­ 
day we visited the ruins of “Blue 
Beards” old castle built in the 14th 


century. 
The trip 
down to 
the 
place was almost as interesting as 
the castle itself. 
We followed the 
left bank of the Loire for about 15 
miles. 
The river is 
many, many 
times larger than usual because of 
the excessive rain; the entire valley 
is flooded. 
There are a great many 
houses and a few little villages that 
have been built down in the valley 
and the water is in their very front 
door. 
One house in particular was 
all isolated and one of our party 
said that surely there were no in­ 
habitants there but a little further 
we noticed two children playing on 
a mere handful of ground; a boat 
tied along-side the house was ap­ 
parently their only means of com­ 
munication. 
There are two castles 
that have been built on high rocky 
islands out in mid stream which were 
quite picturesque. 
The road we took 
isn’t frequented by Americans and 
of course our car created a sensa­ 
tion; the children and many of the 
older 
people 
danced 
about 
and 
cheered. 
One little lnd all alone o” 


the road tipped his hat just as seri­ 
ously as a judge. 
The last half of 
the road winds up and down soma 
high cliffs at the very edge of the 
river and from the top one can see 
many miles up and down the valley.

They had not 
been touched by the least suggestion 
of war; ;there was not even a soldier

They were 
typical French

Washington, 
February 
3.— The 
United States is officially, if unwit­ 
tingly. on record in support of the 
Allied secret 
treaties which would 
destroy all possibility of a just and 
fisting peace, if carried out. 
This contretemps resulted 
when 
Secretary L an sin g made a statement 
in August, 1917, in response to the 
public clamor for an official clarifi­ 
cation of America’s war aims. 
In 
this statement he said there was no 
need for a declaration of war aims, 
because “the 
aims 
of 
the United 
States have not changed since we 
entered the war. 
We are substan­ 
tially in accord with Great Britain 
and France 
and 
nothing 
has oc­ 
curred to change our attitude.” 
Lansing, it is practically certain, 
could not have 
been cognizant of 
the secret treaties 
when 
he made 
this pronouncement. 
If he were, it 
would have meant that he was sym­ 
pathetic with the whole program of 
imperialist annexations contained in 
the 
A n g l o-'jFranco-Rjus>o-Itnlian 
treaty of 1915, or 
with 
the other 
secret 
diplomatic 
understandings 
which may be compared to a glori­ 
fied Rivers and Harbors hill, giving 
to each nation whioh opposed Ger­ 
many exactly what it wants. 
It the United States 
government 
had been familiar with 
the Allies’ 
secret compacts and had then, with 
full knowledge, put its seal of ap­ 
proval on them through the head of 
tin* state department, it would have 
amounted to assuring*’ the Allies that 
the American armies would fight un­ 
til 
the 
guarantees 
in 
the 
secret 
treaties were accomplished. And the 
very fact that President Wilson is 
now in Paris strenuously opposing 
fulfillment of many of the-o commit­ 
ments appear- t<» he positive proof 
that Lansing’s statement 
wa. pre­ 
dicated upon non-posM*»rion of the 
t reaties. 
In fact, the writer w a. informed 
by a member of the Bureau of Pub­ 
lic Information 
that 
the President 
himself bad 
complained 
of his in­ 
ability to obtain a copy of the "er­ 
ect treaties. 
It would ap|>ear difficult to under­ 
stand why the United Staten should 
Ila vc gone to war without first f a ­ 
miliarizing itself with all European 
agreements relating to war aims. On 
the oilier hand. it woald -cern equal­ 
ly hard to understand why the A l­ 
lied governments allowed the I nit cd 
State" to remain in ignorance. 
But 
the sixteenth article of tho treaty of 
191-5 largely 
explains 
this peculiar 
action on the part of tho .Vibes. 
It 
show> the 
four 
signatory powers 
were pledged to keep the treaty un­ 
der cover. It begins with tile words; 
“This treaty must be kept secret.’’ 
Again, in the secret telegram from 
Sazonoff, the Czar’.* 
foreign minis­ 
ter to the 
Russian 
amba—ador in 
Paris, dated February 
24. lfilfi. is 
revealed a further reason 
for -ec- 
recy, 
This telegram says: 
‘‘Political agreements 
entered in­ 
to among the Allies during the war 
should remain 
unalterable ami are 
not subject to revision. 
This refers 
to our agreement 
with 
France and 
England about 
Constantinople 
and 
[la* Strait", Syria 
and Asia Minor, 
and al-o the London agreement with 
Italy. 
All propositions as to future 
boundaries as to Central Europe are 
at this moment 
premature, but at 
the same time 
it 
is 
to be remem­ 
bered that we are ready to grant to 
France and England complete free­ 
dom in fixing the limitations of the 
western German boundary, depend­ 
ing that the Allies in their turn will 
grant us freedom in fixing our boun­ 
daries with Germany and Austria.”
